Gifford Pinchot, former chief forester of 
the United States, who, it is understood, 
has been acting as spécial agent for the 
state department at Washington in the 
European war zone, has been expelled 
from Belgium by the German authorities.

Pinchot, according to advices to the state 
department, reached Antwerp, but was 
not permitted to proceed farther in his 
work as member of the American relief 
commission tn Belgium, although detalled 
as a special Gplomatic agent of. the 
American government.

TUG MEN FACE TRIAL 


New York. April 6.—(Special.}—That 
New York ts a base of supplies for the 
British warships that have been doing 
duty off Sandy Hook has been pretty well 
established by Collector of the Port Dud- 
ley Field Malone. As a result of long in- 
vestigations that he has made it is prob- 
able that some tug owners, captains, and 
others will be indicted by the federal 
grand jury and later have to stand trial. 

These tugs, which belong in New York. | 
Philadelphia, and New England, have 
been carrying foodstuffs, fresh vegetables, 
coal, and other supplies to the cruisers out 
at sea. Collector Malone heard of this 
several weeks ago and he Started an in- 
vestigation. 

The district over which the collector has 
jurisdiction extends from Newark bay to 
the Connecticut state line, and it has miles 
of water front.

France protesting against interférence by

In the 
trenches captured from the enemy, in 
which our heavy artillery fire caused 
great’ excavations, we found. bodies cut 
up and half buried in earth. 

“ Survivors who were captured declare 
that the French artillery fire was hor- 
rible. Others say that the Eighth Bava- 
rian regiment was decimated, having lost 
2,000 men and sixteen officers during Feb- 
ruary. One battalion was reduced to 


cighty-seven men. 


BRITISH LOSE A 


Dardanelles, Is Sunk by 
Turkish Gunners. 


BERLIN, April 5.—A report received in 


Berlin from Athens says the British bat- 
tleship Lord Nelson, stranded inside the 
Dardanelles straits, has been destroyed 
by the fire of the Turkish guns on shore. 
This is the third British warship sunk in 
the Dardanelles. 

This information was given out today 
by the Overseas News agency. 

This dispatch contains the first intima- 


tion of the loss of the Lord Nelson, Its 


name has not been mentioned iz any of 
the dispatches concerning the Darda- 
nelles operations. 

It was 410 feet long, displaced 16,500 
tons, and was built in 1906. It was armed 
with four 12 inch guns, ten 9.2 inch, and 
thirteen 3 inch guns, and carried 865 men. 


Turks Sink Two Russ Ships. 

A dispatch from Constantinopie says 
the following statement has been issued 
by the Turkish war office: 

“Our fleet yesterday sank two Rus- 
sian ships, the Provident of 2,000 tons, 
at 
Odessa. 

“Our batteries off Kum Kaleh sunk 
an enemy mine sweeper which attempted 
to approach the entrance to the Dar- 
dagelles. 

A message received here from Athens 
estimates the number of Anglo-French 
troops which have been landed on the Is- 
land of Lemnos, near the entrance to 
the Dardanelles, at over 30,000.” 


Russ Engage Turk Warships. 


PETROGRAD, April 5.—The official war 


statement on naval operations says: 
On April 3, in the Black sea, near 
the Crimean coast, our fleet exchanged 


shots at long range with the cruisers 


Goeben and Breslau (former German 
cruisers now under the Turkish flag, hav- 
ing been renamed the Sultan Selim and 
‘Midirli respectively), and pursued them 
until dusk. 

During the night our torpedo boats 
encountered the cruisers one hundred 
miles from the Bosphorus, but the enemy 
opened a vigorous fire and avoided an 
engagement.”

These are all questions which the Labor 


party is trying to arfange, never slacken- 


ing thé.apprenticeship and training of the 
women the while, and endeavoring above 
all things to keep the children out of the 
factories and the fields. 


Factories Work Night and Day. 

The government factories must work 
day and night. The new bill which has 
just gone into effect—so unusual as to 
be almost revolutionary here in England 
—to the effect that the government may 
take over all factories and workshops 
capable of producing ammunition and 
government supplies, will furnish the de- 
mand for thousangs of extra workers. 

But most of the workers must be 
trained. A lamentably large number of 
expert engineers and mechanics have gone 
to the front—their employers taking no 
steps to keep them to their duty of manu- 
facturing ammunition because they 
hoped to replace them with less skilled, 
cheaper labor, running it in double shifts. 

So there is being a general transference 
of labor in England. Men who have a 
slight knowledge along this line are be- 
ing pushed forward and women are step- 
ping in to fill the places of the men thus 
promoted. 

Women are taking up railway clerical 
work, carriage cleaning, grocery clerk- 
ing, debt collecting, metor driving, bank- 
ing, farm labor, eto. 

The central committee on women's em- 
ployment has done more, to place these 
women, to smooth things out with the 
labor unions, to place government con- 
tracts advantageously to small firms, to 
subcontract, to guard the interests of the 
women, and yet do the best thing for the 
state, than any other organization in 
England. 


Attitude of Working Women. 

At the head of it, although it is only a 
branch of the large queen's fund, are 
many of the best known leaders of the 
Labor party and the Socialist party in 
England. I talked for some time with 
Miss Mary Macarthur, Miss Bondfield, | 
and Miss Sanger, all recognized leaders 
in. the Labor party and all heart and soul 
in this new organization. 

T was asking about the attitude of the 
working women toward the war, if the 
city woman of the lowest industrial type 


| 


was more interested and intelligent about 


_it than the country woman, whose intel- 


ligence about it, according to my ob- 
servations, is absolutely lacking. 
In the workrooms, said Miss Bond- 
field, who has recently returned from an 
inspection of all the striking and near- 
striking districts, ‘‘ you very seldom hear 
the war talked about. The broad out- 
lines they know, and some few individual 
events as chronicled on the posters. 
This applies of course only to the low- 
est form of labor, where long hours, 
small pay, poor surroundings, have ef- 


'fectually succeeded in extinguishing all 


interest, all curiosity in life. 


Do Their Best in the Inevitable. 

“ But if you want to see an interesting 
side of the working woman you should go 
to the Women's Codperative guild. It is 
managed and run by working women— 
not one of those societies to which a very 
superior person comes as chairman and 
whose board of directors can all be found 
in Burke's Peerage. — : 

From the first every one of these wom- 
en has been directly and openly against 
war. But they said, As long as it is here, 
and we don't believe in it, we mua be on 
the constructive side and must do as 


much as we can toward caring for life 


and seeing that every present and future 
life be provided for for the sake of the 
country.’ 25 

“Consequently they have established 
and run these maternity ceriters which 
are found all over London, pot only that 
the mother may have all Proper medical 
care but elso that the expectant mother 
may have pleasant surroundings, rest 
from work and worry during the last 
weeks, and a place to leave her child 
when she is strong enough to go to work 
again, 

“The movement has made such splen- 
did headway that it has come to be recog 
nized as official and established, though 
as a matter of fact it has never received 
the city or state aid. 

But one of the most splendid things 
about it, I think, is that since the war 
people have recognized the immense im 
portance of the movement and every 
party, every sect, every division has given 
its services toward the furtherance of the 


All Unite in Movement. 

“Some of the best suffrage speakers 
have offered their services at public 
meetings, Conservatives and IAberals, 
anti-suffrage, and Socialists, and the 
church have all gone in together to for- 
ward the movement.

school. Out of every 100 men in England 
and Wales there are ten who cannot sign 


name. And of course one wonders how 
many more of those who can write their 
names are unable to write anything else 
and unable to read. . | 

So great, so recognized is ilMteracy here 
that the insurance offices have epecial 
forme for illiterates. Now when things 
are like thie in normal times it seems 
ha: diy right that with all the destruction 
and havoc the war is making that it 
should also be responsible for more igno- 
rance and a general lowering of the men- 
tal standard. 


Women as Farm Assistants. 

Women in Scotland have long worked 
on the land and there are many positions, 
such as dairying, market gardening, help 
with the sowing and harvesting, which 
may be done by women. 

The Marchioness of Londonderry ts at 
the head of a committee for bringing 
farmers and women laborers in touch 
with each other, and both Sir Harry Ver- 
ney and Lord Lucas of the board of agri- 


culture are working with her. 


I bave talked to them and they say 
that the need is urgent, as the spring 
crope should be in by the end of March 
or the beginning of Apri! at the latest. 

The applications have not been numer- 
ous to date, although they have placed 
about 800 dairy maids in training, who 
wilt receive full pay at the end of their 
six weeks’ apprenticeship, and have sent 
about 200 women as farmers’ assistants, 

I don’t know whether I have properly 
shown the spirit of the women in Eing- 
land—the committee women and the 
working women. Each is practical, each 
willing, each industrious. 

It le all Gone with an immense amount 
of formality and with due English re- 
spect to the dignity of the individual. 
Nothing is done from soatiment or char- 
ity. 

It te all unemotional, uninspiring, but 
efficient.. And the big thing, I suppose, 
is that it achieves.

licly to define the terms on which they 
are willing to make peace, and for this 
purpose immediately to call a truce.

viction that future international disputes 
should be referred to arbitration or con- 
ciliation, and demands thet in future 
these methods shall be adopted by the 
| governments of all nations. 

3. International pressure—This In- 
ternational Congress of Women urges the 
powers to come to an agreement to unite 
in bringing pressure tq bear upon any 
country which resorts to arms without 
having referred its case to arbitration. 


For Equal Representation. 

4. Democratic control of foreign 
policy—War is brought about not by 
the people of the world, who do not desire 
it, but by groups of individuals repre- 
senting particular tnterests. This Inter- 
national Congress of Women demands, 
therefore, that foreign politics shall be 
subject to democratic control and at the 
same time declares that it can only recog- 
nize as democratic a system which in- 


cludes the equal representation of men 


and women.

Monterey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico, March 
auen. Francis Villa has tackled the 
problem of the high cost of living, at least 
im so far as t has affected the citizens of 
Monterey. His blunt and frank solution 
of the proposition was a revision down- 
ward of the prices on the necessities of 
Akte. 

This ection was taken in eAdition to the 
relief being received by the poor of the 
city from the 1,000,000 peso fine which 
(Villa ordered all non-American members 


of the Monterey chamber of commerce to 


bay and which was paid in the time allot- 
ted by the military commander. 

Although Ville’s forces have been in 
Somtrol of the city for about six weeks, 
the general himself has only been here 
two weeks. During that half month 
American members of the Monterey For- 
eign club have had occasion to compile a 
comparison of the ol? prices and the new. 

Upon Villa's arrival the city had not 
gecovered from the destruction visited 
upon it by the departing Carranzistas, 
who are accredited with burning all sup- 
plies thet they could not 2 raw 
‘with them. 


Cars and Station Burned. 

The railroad yards contain the black- 
ened skeletons of some 600 freight cars 
which were put to the torch. The large 
stone aud brick station of the National 
Railroad of Mexico is but a pile of dis- 
mantled brick and twisted iron. The ruins 
stand a monument to the dance the Car- 
ranza officers held in the building on ihe 
night of their departure. 

The Villa officials declare that the 
gcarcity of food supplies was taken ad- 
vantage of by avaricious tradesmen, who 
€tasped the opportunity to advance the 
prices on foodstuffs to a degree thet was 
prohibitive to the pueblo or poorest, 
class. Several days after Villa's arrival 
La Ppocha, the local newspaper, pub- 
lished on the first page a list of prices 
above which no merchant could sell his 
wares, The notice was more in the nature 
of an order above the signature ot the 
military commander. The list was ac- 
cepted without question. 


Comparison of old and New Prices. 
Here is the comparison of the old prices 


*Fuel; bundle 4 sticks. 

Although the above list has been re- 
duced to American measures, the corre- 
sponding values are stated in Mexican 
money. Under the present rate of ex- 
change it requires 10 Mexican cents to 
equal in value one American cent. Ac- 
cordingly the old price of 50 cents Mexi- 
ean for @ quart of beans meant only 5 
cents in coin of the United States, still 
the price was more than twice that pre- 
vailing in other parts of the republic un- 
der Villa's control. 


Americans Thankful for Relief. 

Americans here express thankfulness 
for the relief. Several foreign merchants 
have been hard hit by the order. One 
merchant who charged Villa's orderly $50 
for a suit of underwear for the general 
was ordered to close his store and a day 
later received notice of the confiscation 
of the entire stock. The order was later 
rescinded and the merchant allowed to 
continue business under the new prices. 

Despite this relief there are thousands 
in Monterey who are destitute, They are 
the old men, the old women, and the chil- 
dren who have been ieft behind when 
husbands and fathers and sons and bro- 
thers went away to join either one or the 
other of the fighting factions. These vie- 
tims of the strife are being cared for under 
the direction of Sefior Valle, the secretary 
of the state of Nueva Leon. 

In searching about for an adequate Bys- 
tem for the proper distribution of relief 
the Villistas adopted completely the 
method which has been used for the last 
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can coneul general for the northern dis- 
trict of Mexico. 


State Caring for 25,000. 
Through the assistance of the National 
Red Cross society and several charitable 
organizations along the border, the con- 
sul general has been able to take care 
of some 1,000 families of destitute Mexi 
cans in Monterey since 1909. 

Secretary of State Valle is now taking 
care of 7,000 families, representing be- 
tween 20,000 and 25,000 persons. These 
pensioners for immediate relief must 
bring recommendations to the secretary's 
office in thé governor's palace, where the 
information concerning them, names, ad- 
dresses, number in family, etc., are re- 
corded. 

They are then given cards, indicating 
the amount of food they are to receive 
from the municipal stores. The cards 
are of three colors—white, blue, and 
green. Those bearing the white cards 
present them for weekly validation at 
the palace on Mondays and Tuesdays, 
the blue card holders appear on Wednes- 
days and Thursdays, and the possessors 
of the green tickets appear on Nel 
and Saturday. 


Supplies for Poor at Cost. 
For those families having limited funds, 
but unable to maintain themselves un- 
der the present conditions, red cards are 
given out. These entitle the holders 
to purchase supplies at the government 
stores at cost prices, which are consid 
erably lower than the prevailing retail 
prices. 
This distribution of relief is only 
temporary,” Sefior Valle said in au In- 
terview. I[t is by no means perma- 
nent. We will continue it only until 
communications are completely restored 
so that fuel and materials can be brought 
in by which the industries of the city 
can reopen. 
We are at present perfecting « a plan 
whereby employment can be systemat- 
ically provided for those members of 
destitute famil who are able to work. 
In this way we hope to nn ee 
number of them self-supporting.”

AMERICAN OPINION AND JAPAN. 
Count Okuma’s statement of April 4th as to Ja- 
pan’s intentions in China will be hailed in some 
quarters as conclusive. A careful consideration of 
its phraseology, however, will incline the unpreju- 
diced mind to reserve judgment until events shall fill 
out and verify the encouraging but somewhat gen- 
eral ꝓutlines of the statement. While there need be 

po doubt that German zeal would make the best 
3 use of the ambiguous, not to say sinister, 
appearances of recent negotiations, it cannot in can- 
dor be said that these appearances have been en- 
eouraging, nor can it be reasonably demanded of us 
that we abandon an attitude of reserve until we 
know much more, and much more definitely, what 
Japanese policy is pressing for in China than Count 
Okuma's statement gives ground for believing. 

In the Voice of the People today is published 
the communication of a student of events in the 
far east to which we would invite thoughtful at- 
tention. 

It is important that public opinion in the United 
States should not be allowed to drift into an un- 
reasoning fear of or hostility to the Japanese. On 
the other hand, it is equally important—not only 
from the point of view of national interest but also 
and equally from the viewpoint of peace—that we 
should keep ourselves in touch with reality 22 deal 
with facts, all the facts. 

It the jingo is to be feared, so also is the idealist 
who in a glew of altruistic emotion puts away all 
evidence which does not support his hopes of eter- 


~ mal peace and good will. The influence of the lat- 


ter prepares us to be victims of the former, for it 
tends to create an illusion which events may de- 
stroy so suddenly as to throw the nation into a 
violent and reasonless reaction at a pen of 
crisis. 7 

It is a patriotic interest and ies to do justice 
to the Japanese, to appreciate their high virtues, 


their culture and their kultur, to cultivate friend · | 


ship and mutual respect, and to uproot race @ preja- 
dice and unfounded suspicions. 

But it is also a patriotic duty and diene te try 
to understand Japanese policy and conduct as it 
in reality is and not to swallow the interpretations 
of optimistic enthusiasts without cool analysis. 

The efforts of Dr. Gulick and Dr. Mathews to 
dispose of a Japanese bugaboo and create a feel- 
ing of friendliness in America toward Japan are 
most commendable in intent. But there is reason 
to believe that the zeal of these missionaries colors 
unduly their judgment. It is to be noted that the 
men and women most actively engaged in the 
attempt to develop opinion in America favorable 
to Japan are of the extreme pacifist group whose. 
powers of roseate self-deceit are unsu 

We should say that the observations of Dr. 
Jordan, Mr. Hamilton Holt, or Mrs. Lucia Ames 
Mead as to Japanese international policy deserve 
from level headed Americans the maximum of crit- 
ical reserve. It is pretty certain to be 80 or 90 
per cent millennial peace sentiment to 10 or 20 per 
cent real observation: And it is characteristic of 
this group that in its pacifist ardor it can only deal 
with the fate of China by insisting in the face of 


most ominous developments that plain appearances 


are not at all what they seem and that Japanese 
polity is directed at this juncture only by a lofty 
altruistic purpose, “in the interest,” Mrs. Mead de- 
clares, of the orient as a whole.” 

We hope there is nothing dangerously incompati- 
ble in the interests of the United States with 


those of Japan. We believe American public opin- 


ion should be educated to appreciate the merits of 
the Japanese and rationally to admit or even to 
sympathize with the just purposes, the natural am- 
‘bitions and the pacific development of Japanese 
interests, political, economic, and social. We rec- 
ognize that, if public opinion in America is thus 
educated, there will be removed an important ele- 
ment of possible discord in Japanese-American 
relations and that the probabilities of continued 
peace will be substantially strengthened. 


But we are certain that neither our own legit- | 
mate interests in the Pacific, nor international 


justice, nor the possibilities of peace will be fur- 
thered by the sentimental exaggeration of the 


altruistie factor in Japanese international policy, 


an exaggeration which Japanese statesmen will not 
and ought not to fall to take advantage of but 
which will not and ought not to win for us their 
respect. 

The concern ot Japanese statesmen ir to advance 
the interests of Japan. In so doing they win 
admit, let us concede, as much of the ‘influence of 
thé golden rule as enters into the Policy of any of 
“the nations which profess the gospel of him who 
enunciated that rule—as enters into the policy of 

or Germany or France or the United States. 
If we are asked to believe that they will be governad 
by that difficult rule in a greater degree we shal! 
ask for more reliable assurance than is offered by 
me enthusiasm of reverend visitors whose nafve 
“officially con- 
ducted ” Pilgrimages and in an atmosphere of 
prandial good will. 


And pending the accumulation of less dubious

THE MUNICIPAL CAMPAIGN. 
The municipal campaign now closed must be 


tion is to regard it as an accident and not as the 
indication of a tendency. 

Superficially it bas been one of noise and clatter, 
The city has filled its belly with the east wind, 
Underneath the surface it has been a campaign 
of violence upon au issue which cannot be raised 
without damage to the essence of our government. 

We are persunded that the people will not per- 
mit themselves to be influenced often or violently 
in politics by a religioug question. It is destructive 
to judgment. It subordinates every real issue 
which ought to be considered, and it finds no ex- 
cuse in experience or rational expectation. 

Campaign managers when their needs are exi- 
gent and their scruples not compelling will appeal 
to prejudice if it may be doné without putting the 
voters on guard against the men that raise the 
issue. That guard ought never to be lowered, 
The consequences of a campaign into which this 
question has been injected easily may be more than 
temporarily disturbing. People do not take up 
arms in such a quarrel and good naturedly lay 
them down when the results of the election have 
been announced. 

In such a campaign an election may be not the 
determination of a question, but the provocation of 
a rancorous and continuing disagreement. If cam- 
"| paign managers may not be trusted to avold ap- 
peals to prejudice, voters then must guard them- 
selves against being forced into political divisions 
which have religion as the dividing line. 

The injection of religion and other extraneous 
questions into the campaign was the serious lapse, 
but, whether because of it or because the party man- 
agers could not find a pertinent issue, the superficial

CHICAGO'S MAN KILLERS, 
[From the Cleveland Leader.}. | 

The Chicago idea that a woman commits ne 
crime in killing a man has ‘been emphatically 
reaffirmed, though the result it necessarily in- 
vites had just been strikingly proved. 

Last November a Mrs. Beasley killed her hus - 
band in that city, and when arrested beside the 
body had in her hand a newspaper clipping men- 
tioning the acquittal in unbroken succession of 
seventeen women charged with murder and ques- 
tioning whether it was possible for a Chicago 
jury to find a murderess guilty. Now a jury has 
presented Mrs. Beasley with the absolution she 
eounted on so confidently. She is said to be the 
nineteenth woman acquitted of murder in Chi- 
cago in the last four years. There was one re: 
cent exception, unless memory is at fault, a mur- 
deress having actually been brought to trial and 
found guilty despite her sex. That this occur- 
rence presaged no change in the rule is now only 
too evident. 

There can bé only one consequence—that ex- 
emplified by Mrs. Beasley. Chicago juries will 
have increasingly frequent occasion to exhibit 
their maudlin gallantry; Chicago women will fee) 
more free than ever to resort to murder as a 
quick and safe substitute for divorce, a short 
and sure road to social freedom add all the hap- 
piness of a criminal heroine. 

The late Mr. Beasley may have been a brut: 
whom the world can well spare. 4s much ma} 
have been tru¢ of the eighteen other men removed 
so guiltiessly. But, if not in the next nineteen 
instances, then some time, a mistake may creer 
in and some wan not really deserving sudden 
death may be condemned under the Chicago plan 
of constituting woman sole judge, jury, and exe- 
gutloner of undesired men. 

The helplessness of Chicago's mate citizens to 
restore sane and safe procedure is plain. Arte 
they to go unaided by Ilinots women, who have 
already asserted their right to some of the citi- 
zens’ functions at the polls and are so obviously 
needed in the jury room? It would seem that. 
good women everywhere who deplore political, 
industrial, or social disch “ination against their 
sex should be quick to reset this peculiarly dis- 
tasteful discrimination in tee ce) of some of it:

At the time when Sir Charlies undertook 
the task the Sulina, or principal mouth 
of the Danube, the only one in anyway 
navigable, wae a wild, open seaboard, 
strewn with wrecks, the hulls and masts 
of which stuck out everywhere from sub- 
merged sand banks. 

The average depth‘of the everchanging 
channel was seven to nine feet, and so 
dangerous wae it to shipping that it used 
to de known to mariners as“ the sailors’ 
grave.” 

On one night alone in the winter of 1855 
twenty-four large sailing ships and over 
sixty lighters went ashore and were 
wrecked, almost all on board perishing. 

Thanks to Sir Charles Hartley, and of 
course to the international commission of 
the Danube, Sulina is now «a large and 
prosperous seaport, with miles upon miles 
of wide stone quays. Long piers extend 
out into the sea, the entrance between 
them being indicated by powerful Haht- 
houses while the depth of the river has 
been increased to a minimum of twenty- 
four feet.

to work. ke 7 

la addition to the ending of the pias- 
terers’ strike the judges opened the way 
to a settlement of the lochout of lathers.

trades. 
Finding of the Judges. 

The finding of the judges sitting en bane 
as a board of arbitration follows: 

We find that work was stopped upon 
certain buildings by the parties of the sec- 
ond part [the union] contrary to the pro- 
visions of the contract, which prohibits 
strikes without being ordered by the pres- 
ident of the employers’ organization and 
the president of the union. 

“It is claimed, however, by the plas- 
terers that they should have been notified 
of the lockout of lathers in order that the 
plasterers might have han an opportunity 
to exercise its good offices in adjusting the 
controversy between the parties of the 
first part and the White City District 
Cotncil of Lathers. 

“The hearings in the matter of arbi- 
tration have been continued on tWO o@- 
casions, with a recommendation from this 
board to all parties concerned, for the 
purpose of attempting to adjust all of the 
differences existing between the plaster- | 
ing contractofs, the lathing contractors, 
journeymen plasterers, and jourheymen

Method a Marked Advance. 

The placing of the trouble between the 
unions before the municipal judges marks 
ah advance in the settlement of labor dif- 
ficulties in Chicago. The union Men were 
well satisfied with the decision. 

The conferences which will start tomor- 
row are expected to lead to the settlement 
of the lockout of lathers. Thie lockout 
was ordered by employers following the 
refusal of the lathers to sign the uniform 
agreement. The plasterers went on strike 
when ponunion lathers were employed. 

During the day thé mill men, eabinet 
makers, and inside finishers were locked 
out dy the employers. These workmen 
nad been ordered to strike also. The mill 
men want an increase from 41 to 50 cents 
an hour and hours shortened from nine 
to eight hours. W. M. Webster, secretary 
of the employers’ association, said that 
the employers ld not grant any in- 
ereases or shorter hours. 

The mill men belong to the carpenters’ 
union and about 5,000 of them are out.

Albert Fridrich, a former notorious Chi- 
cago divekeeper, who married Lena 
Hecker, the girl about whom the Rol- 
linger’ wife murder case centered, com- 
mitted suicide yesterday in Waukegan. 

Fridrich made u fortune in the saloon 
business. His notorious “ New Haven 
café, a basement resort at Madison and 
Clark streets, was at the height of ite 
prosperity during World's Fair time. 

In the 80 Fridrich. conducted a tough 
resort in Randolph street and later 
opened up a place in Wabash avenue near 
Lake street. He spent a small fortune

Ousted in 1901. N 

Efforts to dislodge nim failed until 1901, 
when his saloon license was revoked fol- 
lowing a general reform Wave. <A few 
months later he wae convicted of keep, 
ing a disorderly resort and heavily fined. 
His attorneys wanted to fight the case, 
but Fridrich said he was through, paid 
his fine, and moved to Waukegan, where 
he opened the Hotel Fridrich. 

With him went his wife, Mrs. Lena Frid- 
rich, who, it was sald, was the woman 
for whose love Michael Emil Rollinger, 
a north side butcher, murdered hia wife 
and butned her body in a closet. Rol- 
linger was hung. 

Fridrich's health had been falling rap 
idly and on Sunday he consulted a Se- 
cialist, Who told him he Was suffering 
from an incurable malady.

William K. Pierce of Syracuse, N. ., 
formerly a manufacturer in Chicago, shot 
and killed himself yest in the bath- 
room dt the home of a friend, Maj 
Charles P. Lynch, in Washington, D. ©.

Havana, April 5.—In a battle which has 

no parallel in the history of the Amer- 


‘tidan ring, Jess Willard, the Kansas cow- 


boy, defeated Jack Johnson for the 
world’s heavyweight title here this aft- 
ernoon. The end came duickly in the 
twenty-sixth round. 

Johnson had gone to his corner at the | 
conclusion of the twenty-fifth period, his 
body trembling, his knees sagging, his 
whole frame weakened by Willard’s in- 
cessant fusillade of blows. The negro 
saw his title going: he knew he was 
beaten. He sank onto his stool, his sec- 
onde worked frantically; he pluckily 
braced himself and smiled. Then came 
the bell for the twenty-sixth round. 


Johnson Nearly Finished. 

Johnson didn't budge Referee Jack 
Welch had to call him out of his corner. 
The negro looked pitifully across the ring 
to his wife, who was sitting in a box, and 
the look carried the message: 

“The end is coming. i cannot stand 
it much longer. Nature won't be denied.“ 

Johnson tettered to the center of the 
ring, avoided Willard’s rush by a su- 
preme effort, and clinched. Asthey were 
parted Johnson seemed dazed. Willard 


| seisted his opportunity and drove the 


hegro across the ring while the latter 
tried to cover up. Willard then pierced 

the negro’s defense and landed a left to 

the body. Johnson's guard dropped and 

Willard’s left for the face was followed 

by 4 straight fright which caught the 

conqueror of Jeffries flush on the chin 

and dropped him flat on his back right, 
in Willard’s corner. 

Drag Dethroned Negro to Corner. 

Referee Welch gave a liberal count. As 
the seconds were tolled off Johnson never 
moved. His head had struck the floor and 
for a moment he was stunned. He was. 
counted out and his seconds ran across 
the ring and half dragged him to his 
corner, while the crowd proclaimed Wil- 
dard the heavyweight champion of thé 
world. 

The contest was the longest on record 
for a world’s title since the inception of 
Marquis of Queensberry rules in America, 
Corbett defeated Sullivan in New Or- 
léans on Sept. 7, 1882, in twenty-one 
rounds, and that fight remains the second 
longest contest recorded. * 


Soldiers Guard New Champion. 

The scene of jubilation which followed 
the victory by Willard was one that never 
has been equaled in America at any fight. 
Thousands crowded to the ring to hail the 
new champion. A regiment of soldiers 
and a posse of police with drawnswords 
and revolvers guarded Willard on his 
way to the clubhouse. The victory was 
so popular that the natives were eager 
to carry him home. : 

More than 20,000 enthusiasts were in- 
side the inclosure at Oriental park. The 
ring was pitched on the racetrack, and 
10,000 more spectators witnessed the bout 
from the surrounding hillside points of 
vantage. The entire Havana compile- 
ment of soldiery was at the ringside to 
assist the police in carrying out the ar- 
rangements, which were perfect. The 
president of the republic and his execu- 
tives, together with the former presi- 
dent and sportemen from all parts of 
America were at the ringside. 

Contest Fairly Fought. 

The contest was fairly fought and the © 
best Man won. ‘Johnson proved himself 
a physical marvel by being able to fight 
twenty-six rounds in the manner he did 
in such condition, while Willard vindicat- 
ed the judgment of the writer, who nom- 


timated him last July in London as the 


one man in the world to beat Johnson. 
Willard won decisively, leaving no room 
for argument. He not only outboxed and 


ſouttought Johnson, but he completely out- 


generaled the negro. Willard fought 
his battle as he had planned himself and 
as he said he Would yesterday. Hehad . 
the patience to conserve his strength until 
the proper time—until the negro began to 
wavér—despite the fact that the big black 
forced battle in the early rounds and 
tried. to win by a knockout. 

Johnson Fights Well at Start. 

Johnson fought well in the first dosen 
rounds: thereafter he showed a notice- 
able lack of steam At the beginning 
of the eighteenth round he was percept- 


{bly weak. He tried desperately, using all 


the ring artifice at his command, to turn 
the tide in that round and get Willard’s — 
guard down by feinting for the body. 
Willard refused to be lured and Johnson 
tore in with all the strength he had and 
aimed lefts and rights to the jaw, followed 
by a vicious right uppercut. Willard 
blocked them all and drove the champion 
to the ropes. The cowboy was rainixg .

stant left jabbing raised a lump on John- 
sons cheek bone, nearly closing his right 
eye. Johnsen clinched half of the twenty- 
second round, Willard punishing him 
with hard biows to the body. The negro 
did not lead once in the twenty-third 
round, while his leads were either short 
or blocked in the twenty-fourth. The 
end became apparent in the twenty-fifth, 
when Willard feinted for the body and 
caught Johnson flush on the face with 
lefts and rights. 


Crowd Yells ‘Knock Him Out, Jess.’ 

Knock him out, Jess,“ were the yells 
from the ringside as Johnson began to 
tire and weaken. The champion tried to 
use the ring to avoid punishment, but 
Willard kept after him like a panther, 
and the bell was welcomed by the negro, 

The negro failed to recuperate during 
the minute's rest and had to be sum- 


moned from his corner. The end came 


quickly in the twenty-sixth round and 
Willard was champion, 

Johnson fought the battle he had 
planned, but he could not reach Willard 
effectively in the early rounds, when he 
had the punch. Willard boxed carefully, 
using his left in dextrous fashion, and 
always keeping Johnson at bay. There 
was little clinching, the men fighting 
cleanly and breaking at the referee's 
command, which made the bout at- 
tractive and spectacular. While Johnson 
was a ring marvel, Willard proved his 
master. 


Johnson Draws First Blood. 
Johnson drew first blood in the fourth 
round, catching Willard flush in the 
mouth with a straight right. In the néxt 
session Willard sent Johnson to his cor- 
ner, the blood flowing from his lips, bear- 
ing mute testimony of where his left had 


often found a mark. 


After the bout Johnson said: 

At Reno, after I had beaten Jeffries, 
I asked you to let the Californian down 
easy and you did, but accorded me all the 
credit I deserved. Now let me down easy. 
I was sure my experience and generalship 
would be too much for Willard, but I was 
mistaken. There is not another man in 
the world who could have stood twenty- 
six rounds with that youngster today. 
He gave me a beating, but I took his 
blows without wincing, and he can hit.“ 


New Champion Modest, 

Willard wore his crown modestly. “I 
told you I had planned my battle,“ he 
said, “‘ and I worked thé plan to a nicety. 
Although Johnson made me step lively in 
the early rounds, I felt sure I should win 
at last. Many of his blows caught me as 
I was going away anc they lacked force. 
He never hurt me once, although he 
caught me flush on the jaw with his left 
and right leads, 

Naturally I am jubilant at having 
brought the title back to the white race. 
I shail do all in my power to hold it. 

Do me the favor of telling the Ameri- 
can public that my victory was largely 
made possible by the perfect physical 
cond.tion that was accomplished by hard 
work under the able guidance and assist- 
ance of Tex O' Rourke, Walter Mona- 
han, Jim Savage, and Jack Hemple, four 
clean living young men who Gally took 
many hard knocks without filnching in 
order that I might reach championship 
form.“ 


JESS WILLARD A HOBO 
ONLY FOUR YEARS AGO. 


Fort Smith, Ark., April 5.—[Special.J— 
The victory of Jess Willard recalled to 
boxing fans of this c'ty that less than 
four years ago, before he had brcekcn 
into the business, Willard walked 110 
miles frcm M@ekogee to Fert 8 
the hope of getting a fight in this city. 
He arrived with the soles of his shoes 
worn completely through and look ng like 
an immense hobo.

TWENTY -SECOND ROUND — The 
Kansan blocked a vicious right and 
jabbed a stiff left to the jaw.

Willard land- 
ed his right repeatedly to Johnson's 
stomach.

TWENTY-THIRD ROUND—Johnson 
blocked two rights to the jaw and 
laughed. Willard sent a rain of rights 
and lefts, but Johnson blocked them all. 
Willard was doing all the fighting in this 
round. The negro apparently was per- 
mitting the-Kansan to wear himeelf out 
if possible. Willard scored a light left 
to the face. It was only a tap and the 
champion grinned. 


TWENTY-FOURTH ROUND — The 
champion rested at the beginning of this 
round, holding on to Willard and passing 
the wink to his seconds.

South State Street Crowds 
Forego Celebration as the 
Returns Come In. 


An air of disappointment pervaded the 
“black belt” last night. It was as if 
the community had hada promised holi- 
day recalled. The black belt had set 
itself for a big celebration, but Jack 
Johnson had lost. 

There were no demonstrations, no heat - 
ed arguments, no signs of rowdyism, no 
disturbances of any kind to give work 
to the extra details of police assigned to 
South State street. 

Johnson's defeat disproved the prevail- 
ing impression that he was the idoi of his 
race. The crowds which waited for the 
returns in saloons, in theaters, and op 
the streets assumed the attitude of any 
crowd waiting for the outcome of ap 
athletic event. They were prepared to 
rejoice should their favorite win, and 
when news of his defeat was flashed to 
them they went home as quietly asa Sun- 
day baseball crowd when the home team 
has lost a game. 


Gloom in Johnson Home, 

Only in Jack Johnson's home was the 
gloom too thick to penetrate. Mrs. Tiny 
Johnson, the fighter’s aged mother, sat in 
the kitchen with her wrinkled hands 
clasped in her lap and added indignant 
protests to those of the thirty others 
gathered'‘in the house. 

“It can’t be true,” she kept saying over 
and over again when the news of Wil- 
lard’s victory had been confirmed. Just 
can't be true. My son licked, knocked 
out? No, siree. He must have got his 
price, if he was licked.” 

The reports of the fight at the Johnson 
home were confused. The house was in 
an uproar when the report came that 
Johnson practically was a winner in the 
thirteenth round and that it would be 
only a matter of one or two more blows 
when the fight would be his. Confidence 
grew as the fight progressed and when 
the message of defeat finally came none 
would believe it. Then some one ev 
dently: desiring to play a joke on the 
family phoned the news of a Johnson 
victory, which was met with cheers both 
by those inside and the crowd which had 
gathered outside in the street to obtain 
authentic returns. 


Papers Tell of Defeat. 
But the afternoon papers came along 
with the story of the defeat and Mrs. Jeh- 


‘nie Rose, Johnson's sister, finally sent the 


following cable to Jack at Havana: 

“What about the fight? Was it a 
Knockout? Who won? Send news at 
once. 

Even before the answer came Mrs. Rose 
and some of the other women in the John- 
son home believed the negro had been 
whipped. 

“If he lost, mind you, IF he lost, he 
certainly got his price for laying down,” 
Mrs. Rose eaid. “ That boys got more 
than an ounce of brains im his head, and 
you can just bet that Willard couldn't lick 
him sduare. Itejust can't be done.“ -4 

And the aged mother echoed: “ It can't. 
de done.“ 

But there was little talk that the fight 
was fed“ outside of the Johnson 
home. Teenan Jones, known as the king 
of the black belt,“ pointed out that if the 
fight had been fixed there would have 
been a rush of Willard money just be- 
fore the fight. 


Going to Paris. 

The Johnson family refused to give out 
any information about Jacks plans. 
Around the neighborhood, however, it 
was freely predicted he would return im- 
mediately to Paris. His Chicago rela- 
tives have no intention of meeting ser ai 
once. 

One of the leading Chicago negroes, who 
asked to have his name withheld, was 
of the opinion that the defeat of John- 
son was of actual benefit to his race.

Jim O'Leary made 
a book on the fight, but did not register 
any large bets. O'Leary last night re- 
fused ti say how much money had been 
placed with him. 


CAN’T SHOW FIGHT FILMS; 
U. S. FORBIDS SHIPMENT. 


New York, April 5.—[Special. ]—Al- 
though the defeated Jack Johnson may 
receive a goodly sum for his fight at Ha- 
‘Vana, he will reap no profits from the ex- 
hibition of the moving pictures of the 
battle in this country. The federal statute 
passed shortly after the negro defeated 
Jeffries prohibits the interstate shipment 
of such filme. 

W. D. McGuire Jr., secretary of the na- 
tional board of censorship, tonight said he 
did not think it possible to ship the films 
by boat from Havana and exhibit them 
in this state.

| Blow Which Dethroned Johnson. 
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=| COWBOY WINS BATTLE 
WHEN JACK WEAKENS 


Rushes to Vietory After Twenty 
Rounds of Punishment: John- 
son Not Really “Out.” 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

HAVANA, April 5,—Jack Johnson, exile 
from his own country, today lost his claim. 
to fistic fame as the heavyweight chan- 
pion of the world, the title being wrested 
from him by Jess Willard, the Kansas 
cowboy, in the twenty-sixth round. 

Today's fight probably has no parallel 
im the history of ring battles. For twenty 
rounds Johnson punched and pounded 
Willard at will, but his blows grew per- 
ceptibly less powerful as the fight prog- 
ressed, until at last he seemed unable or 
unwilling to go on. 

Johnson stopped leading, and for three 
or four rounds the battle between the 
two huge men was little more than a 
series of plastic poses of white or black 
gladiators. 


Heart Punch Hurts Johnson. 

So it was until the twenty-fifth round. 
when Willard got one of his wildly swing- 
ing windmill right hand smashes to John- 
son's heart. This was the beginning of 
the end. When the round closed Johnson 
sent word to his wife that he was all in 
and told her to start for home. She was 
on the way out and was passing the ring 


' 


ing left to the body and a cyclonic right ) 
to the jaw caused Johnson to crumple 
on the floor of the ring, where he lay part- 
ly outside the ropes until the referee 
counted ten and held up Willard's hand 
in token of his newly won laurels. 

There is much discussion tonight, and 
probably will be for a long time, among 
the followers of the fighting game as to 
whether Johnson was really knocked out. 
In the sense of being smashed into un- 
consciousness he certainly was not put 
out. The consensus of opinion is that 
Johneon expected and knew that there 
was no possibility of his winning; so when 
knocked down he chose to take the count 
rather than rise and stand further pun- 
ishment. 


Negro Gets Up Quickly. 


Johnson has often stated that fighting 
is a business and he would not foolishly | 
submit to repeated knockdowns when he 
found he had met his master. A sec- 
ond or two after Jack Welsh, the referee, 
had counted ten, Johnson quickly got up. 


laten a rush of spectators to the fighting 
platform all but smothered the pugil- 
ists. 

For an instant it seemed as if trouble 
was threatened, but some fifty or more 
of the several hundred soldiers stationed 
about the fight arena jumped into the ring 
and formed circles around the vanquished 
and victor. Under escort of the soldiers 
Willard and Johnson left the ring and 
went to their dressing rooms. Willard 
was out of his dressing room in a few 
moments and in an automobile on his 
way back to Havana. He was escorted 
half way to the city from the Marianac 
race track by a troop of Cuban cavalry. 


Crowds Cheer New Ch 

Crowds lined the streets. and narrow 
roadways, and the new white champion 
was loudly cheered. He was decidedly 
the favorite of the crowd all through the 
fight, and tonight is the hero of the is- 
land. Automobiles are flying white flags 
to spread the news that the white chal- 
lenger had beaten the negro champion. 

Neither Willard nor Johnson showed 
much evidence of having been engaged in 


a heavyweight championship battle after ) 


leaving the ring. The new champion’s 
dip, right ear, and left cheek showed 
slight cuts. In this respect the fight was 
in great contrast to the Johnson-Jeffries 
fight at Reno five years ago, when Jett 
was cut to pieces and blood splashed over 
the spectators at the ringside. 

On the contrary, no ght between 
heavyweights that has gone to a finish 
was cleaner or less brutal. Johnson's 
left eye was partly closed in the early 
rounds, but not sufficiently to interfere 
with his fighting. His lip also was cut 
inside and his famous golden smile flashed 
from a red setting. 


Sudden Finish Dases Fans. 

The end of the fight came with a sud- 
denness that dazed the spectators. It fol- 
lowed two or three rounds of almost com- 
plete idleness on the part of the conteat- 
ants, and the crowd settled down to a 
long drawn out struggle, believing that 
it would go the full limit of the forty-five 
rounds without either being able to reg- 
ister a knockout. 

The early rounds were filled with flashes 
of Johnson's former wonderful speed 
when he would rain rights and lefts to 
Willard's body and face, delivering ten 
blows to one from the big white chal- 


HE knockout wallop which ended 
the reign of Jack Johnson as heavy- 
weight king was posed yesterday 
for THs Trisuns by Jack Moran, 
the local heavyweight and chal- 

lenger for Jess Willard's newly acquired 
honors, and a negro who refused to give 
his name. The picture was take by a 
staff photographer in Forbes’ gymnasium 
after the two men had been instructed to 
pose according to cable reports received 
in the afternoon. 

Moran, who was delegated to produce a 
Jack Johnson,“ made a search through 
the loop district for an hour and suecceed- 
ed in bringing two negroes to the gym- 
nasium One possessed a mustache and 
he was shuffied into the discard, while the 
other suited the occasion much better, 
although he was fifty pounds lighter than 
the departed black champion, 

Considerable persuasion was necessary 
to induce the negro to pose, but when he 
was given assurances that no hard blows 
would be struck he hesitatingly agreed. 

There ain't goin’ to be no hittin’? 
asked the black man, looking at the stal- 
wart Moran. 

“Don't be afraid; 
It.“ assured Moran. 

Sure?“ questioned the negro. 

Sure,“ was Moran's reply. 

Even when the pair entered the ring 
and posed themselves for the picture the 
Johnson replica shuddered, fearing a 
sledgehammer blow from some myste- 
rious source. Nothing like that happened, 
and the picture was flashed as shown 
above.

In many respects the fight resulted just 
as many predicted, Willard and his 
friends particularly prophesying that if 
the battle lasted twenty round Johnson 
could not win. This was based partly on 
the belief that Willard could stand all the 
punishment Johnson could infliet and 
partly on the doubt as to Johnson's condi- 
tion. 


Negro Leads for Twenty Rounds. 

The fight was all Johneon's during the 
first twenty rounds, Willard only once or 
twice taking thé aggressive, and then 
swinging clumsily and wildly. Mean- 
while his body was growing pink under the 
blows that flashed from Johnson. In 
these rounds Willard took a beating which 
would have put an ordinary fighter down 
and out. The crowd got used to seeing 
him throw off these slashing biowa, and 
expected to see Johnson do the same thing 
when Willard swung his right to the ne- 
gro’s chin in the fatal twenty-sixth round. 
They expected to eee Johnson jump up and 
continue fighting, just as Willard had 
come back, but the old champion knew 
that he had fought his last championship 
fight. 

From the twentieth’ round to the final, 
the fight looked slow, and the crowd be- 
gan to hoot and ask that somebody do 
something. There was a single cry of 
„ fake,” but it was not taken up by the 
other spectators. The reason it looked 
slow was because Johneon, who had been 
doing all the fighting, suddenly stopped 
and began sparring for time. 


Johnson in Kidding Mood, 

During the early part of the fight John- 
son carried all his old time confidence. 
He constantly bandied words with the 
spectators about the ring and talked 
steady at Willard, who heeded the 
negro’s chatter about age ene as he did 
his blows. 

Willard's seconds were after Johnson 
all the time, warning him to keep away 
from Willard’s terrific right. It was in 
the sixteenth round that one of Willard’s 
seconds shouted, “Jack, you run into 
Jess right; we will pick you up right 
over here.”
